Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  more  I am  privileged  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Health  Services  of  the  Districts  This  is  for  the  year  1964  and  is  compiled  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health 0 

Apart  from  the  usual  annual  slight  variations  in  the  numbers  of  Infectious 
Diseases  the  main  event  of  the  year  was  the  Typhoid  epidemic  of  Aberdeen  which 
commenced  in  June.  Although  we  were  not  directly  involved, a great  amount  of  work 
had  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  who  visited  ©very  shop  and 
feeding  establishment  in  the  district  to  withdraw  from  circulation  certain  tins  of 
suspected  Beef.  Samples  of  these  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  Bacteriological  examination  but  non1  proved  positive  0 

For  the  first  time  the  population  of  the  district  has  exceeded  30,000,  being 
estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  for  mid-year  1964  at  30,580,  as  compared  with 
the  actual  census  figure  in  1 961 , 25,164. 

The  number  of  infants  dying  in  1964  was  7 which  is  3 less  than  in  1963* 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  these  deaths  could  not  have  been  prevented. 

No  maternal  deaths  have  occurred  in  1964° 

Tuberculosis  still  remains  with  us  and  continues  to  be  notified  in  small 
numbers,  there  being  4 this  year,  while  one  death  occurred ~ 

With  regard  to  Triple  vaccination,  i.e.  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Gough 
and  Tetanus,  I have  to  inform  you  that  it  is  in  full  swing  and  is  working  very 
satisfactorily. 

Po-Liomyelitis  is  being  controlled  almost  exclusively  by  the  active  Sabin  drops. 

To  accommodate  the  increased  population,  it  has  been  necessary  to  have  had  quite 
a considerable  number  of  new  houses  erected  during  the  year  - 82  by  the  Local 
Authority,  292  by  the  National  Goal  Board  and  623  by  private  enterprise,  a total 
of  997.  During  the  year,  the  number  of  houses  demolished  totalled  15.  77  Houses 

were  improved  by  aid.  of  grant,  (a)  by  Standard  Grants  39  (b)  by  Discretionary 

Grants  38 0 

Finally,  I should  like  to  pay  tribute  once  more  the  help  and  guidance  that  I 
have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  and  the  Staff,  particularly 
my  own, for  the  ready  and  willing  assistance  and  interest  and  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  his  assistance  and  advice  for  the  information  and  support  in 
relation  to  his  services  in  this  District.

During  I964,  681  live  births  occurred  in  the  District,  372  being  male  and 
309  female.  The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  was  thus  21 .36  per  1 ,000  population, 
compared  with  19ol  for  England  and  Wales  in  the  same  period.  For  comparison, 
the  1963  figures  were  20*60  for  the  Bingham  Rural  District  and  18*2  for  England 
and  Wales,  the  increase  in  1964  being  due  to  an  increase  of  104  live  births  during 
the  year.

Death  Rate. 

During  1964  there  were  310  deaths  in  the  District,  166  male  and  144  female. 
The  adjusted  death  rate  was  9*11  per  1,000  population, compared  with  13#4  for 
England  and  Wales.  For  comparison,  the  1963  figures  were  10.71  per  1,000 
population  for  the  Bingham  Rural  District  and  12«2  for  England  and  Wales.

During  the  year  7 deaths  of  infants  occurred,  5 of  which  were  neo-natal, 
i.e.  death  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  None  of  these  deaths,  in  my 
opinion,  were  likely  to  have  been  prevented.

Erysipelas. 

3 cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis. 

There  were  17  additions  to  the  Register  during  1964.  Of  these  additions, 
4 were  fresh  notifications  of  Tuberculosis,  3 of  which  were  pulmonary  and  1 noa- 
pulmonary;  13  were  notified  cases  who  had  come  to  live  in  the  District. 

As  regards  removals  from  the  register,  2 cases  were  concerned  with  people  who 
had  gone  to  live  outside  the  District  and  2 cases  which  had  been  removed,  due 
to  recovery  from  the  disease.  This  I consider  to  be  satisfactory.

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  for  inclusion  in  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  ©f  Health,,  for  the  year  1964* 

The  clearance  of  sub- standard  properties  covered  Bingham  village  and 
progressed  to  Cropwell  Butler , there  were  some  39  houses  involved  in  Bingham 
and  35  in  Cropwell  Butler,  The  next  large  village  of  Cropwell  Bishop  will 
see  the  end  of  ,500  sub-standard  properties. 

The  typhoid  epidemic  in  Aberdeen, attributed  to  infected  beef  from  the 
Argentine,  brought  a considerable  amount  of  extra  work  in  checking  tins  of 
beef  in  all  Grocers5  shops,  canteens  and  feeding  establishments,  a number 
of  suspected  tins  were  submitted  t®  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
Bacteriological  examination,  which  proved  negative.  However,  all  suspicious 
tins  and  tins  with  the  appropriate  code  number  were  withdrawn  from  sale. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  occupied  many  hours  checking  and 
re-checking  time  spent  on  rounds,  during  the  absence  and  finally  retirement 
of  the  Foreman,  Overtime  was  reduced  and  Saturday  morning  working  was  cut 
to  a minimum.  However,  the  call  for  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  was 
sounded  loudly,  especially  from  the  larger  urbanised  parishes.  This,  as  far 
as  the  department  is  concerned,  would  be  a good  health  meaaire. 

A fortnightly  collection  encourages  the  breeding  of  flies  and  other  vermin  - 
all  potential  disease  carriers. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  active  interest  and  support,  to  all 
officials  of  the  Council  and  ©specially  to  members  of  the  Health  Department, 
for  their  ready  help  and  co-operation  at  all  times,
